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For  more  than  a  century,  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
has  served  as  a  flagship  of  musical  activity  in  Boston  and 
throughout  the  world.  As  the  largest  orchestral  organiza¬ 
tion  in  the  world,  the  BSO  extends  its  reach  to  diverse 
audiences  well  beyond  Symphony  Hall  and  touches  the 
lives  of  millions  of  people  each  year  through  its  tours, 
recordings,  and  radio  and  television  broadcasts.

Timeline  History  of  the 
Boston  Pops 

1885 

Emulating  continental  garden  con¬ 
certs,  the  BSO  establishes  the  first 
Promenade  Concert  at  the  old 
Boston  Music  Hall.  It's  the  start  of  a 
great  American  musical  tradition. 

1899 

The  Promenade  Concerts  become 
more  "American"  with  more  Ameri¬ 
can  music  and  the  adoption  of  John 
Philip  Sousa's  "The  Stars  and  Stripes 
Forever! "  as  its  regular  grand  finale. 

1900 

With  the  infusion  of  more  "popu¬ 
lar"  American  music  in  its  programs, 
the  Promenade  Concerts  are  now 
officially  known  as  the  “Pops." 

1930 

After  several  decades  of  European 
conductors,  the  BSO  appoints 
American-born  Arthur  Fiedler,  a  vio¬ 
list  in  the  orchestra,  to  take  up  the 
baton. 

For  the  next  50  years,  Maestro 
Fiedler  reshapes  the  Pops  for  the 
twentieth  century,  bringing  music  to 
the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River 
with  free  Esplanade  Concerts,  and 
rousing  audiences  with  symphonic 
jazz  and  Broadway  hits. 

1935 

Maestro  Fiedler  leads  the  Pops, 
under  the  name  "The  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra,"  in  its  first  recordings. 
"Jalousie"  becomes  the  first  orches¬ 
tral  record  to  sell  more  than  a  mil¬ 
lion  copies. 

1952 

Arthur  Fiedler  continues  to  propel 
the  Boston  Pops  into  the  national 
and  international  limelight  with 
local  radio  broadcasts  and  ... 

1969 

...with  "Evening  at  Pops"  on 
national  public  television. 


Keith  Lockhart  is  the  twentieth 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  since  its  founding  in 
1885.  Now  in  his  fourth  Pops 
season,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  con¬ 
ducted  more  than  200  concerts; 
made  twenty  television  shows; 
made  his  Carnegie  Hall  debut 
with  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra; 
and  led  five  na¬ 
tional  tours  and  his 
first  overseas  tour 
with  the  Boston 
Pops  Esplanade 
Orchestra.  In  1998 
he  will  lead  two 
BPEO  tours,  a 
summer  tour  of 
the  Midwestern 
United  States  and  a  December 
holiday  tour  across  the  United 
States,  followed  by  a  tour  to 
Florida  and  the  Southeast.  This 
season  includes  performances 
of  Mr.  Lockhart's  first-ever 
commission  for  the  Boston 
Pops,  Dan  Welcher's  Spumante, 
In  February,  Keith  Lockhart  and 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
released  their  third  recording, 
The  Celtic  Album.  Their  first 
two  albums— Runnin'  Wild: 

The  Boston  Pops  Play  Glenn 
Miller,  released  in  1996,  and 
last  spring's  American  Visions  - 
both  received  critical  and  pop¬ 
ular  acclaim.  A  Christmas  album 
recorded  last  December  is 
scheduled  for  release  this  fall. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  New 
York,  in  1959,  Keith  Lockhart 
holds  degrees  from  Furman 
University  in  Greenville,  South 
Carolina,  and  Carnegie-Mellon 
University  in  Pittsburgh.  He 
held  positions  in  Pittsburgh  and 
Akron  before  becoming  a 
Conducting  Fellow  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Philharmonic  Institute 


in  1989.  The  following  year  he 
moved  to  Cincinnati  as  Assis¬ 
tant  Conductor  of  the  Cincin¬ 
nati  Symphony  Orchestra,  later 
serving  as  Associate  Conductor 
of  both  the  Cincinnati  Sympho¬ 
ny  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orches¬ 
tras,  while  also  becoming  Music 
Director  of  the  Cin¬ 
cinnati  Chamber 
Orchestra,  a  title  he 
still  holds.  In  January 
1998,  Mr.  Lockhart 
was  appointed  Music 
Director  of  the  Utah 
Symphony,  effective 
with  the  1998-99 
season.  He  studied 
piano  with  John  Noel 
Roberts,  Gwendolyn 
Stevens,  and  Maria-Regina 
Seidlhofer  of  the  Vienna 
Hochschule.  His  training  as  a 
conductor  includes  study  with 
Istvan  Jaray,  Otto-Werner 
Mueller,  Harold  Farberman, 
and  Werner  Torkanowsky. 

Prior  to  his  Boston  Pops 
debut  in  June  1993,  Keith 
Lockhart  worked  with  singers 
Mandy  Patinkin  and  Mel 
Torme.  As  a  guest  artist,  Mr. 
Lockhart  has  conducted  the 
Chicago  Symphony  Orchestra, 
the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic, 
the  Toronto  Symphony,  the 
Cleveland  Orchestra,  and  the 
Los  Angeles  Chamber  Orches¬ 
tra;  he  is  a  frequent  guest  con¬ 
ductor  with  the  Naples  (Florida) 
Philharmonic.  Notable  recent 
guest  conducting  appearances 
include  the  Montreal  Sympho¬ 
ny,  Colorado  Symphony,  Min¬ 
nesota  Orchestra,  Singapore 
Symphony,  National  Arts  Cen¬ 
ter  Orchestra,  New  England 
Conservatory  Symphony 
Orchestra,  Hudson  Valley  Phil¬ 
harmonic,  Phoenix  Symphony, 


and  the  St.  Paul  Chamber 
Orchestra.  He  also  conducted 
his  Cincinnati  Chamber  Orches¬ 
tra  on  several  occasions  and 
made  his  debut  last  summer 
with  the  New  York  Philhar¬ 
monic.  Upcoming  engagements 
include  debuts  with  the  orches¬ 
tras  of  Dallas,  Seattle,  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Vancouver,  Buffalo,  Mil¬ 
waukee,  and  Taipei,  as  well  as 
returns  to  the  podium  in  Mon¬ 
treal,  Toronto,  Singapore,  and 
St.  Paul. 

With  his  appointment  to  the 
position  of  Boston  Pops  Con¬ 
ductor,  Keith  Lockhart  suc¬ 
ceeded  John  Williams,  who 
held  that  position  from  1980  to 
1993.  Named  Boston  Pops 
Conductor  at  age  35,  Mr. 
Lockhart  is  only  the  third  con¬ 
ductor  to  lead  the  orchestra 
since  1930,  when  Arthur 
Fiedler,  who  was  himself  35, 
began  his  tenure  with  the 
orchestra.  Mr.  Lockhart  holds 
both  the  Julian  and  Eunice 
Cohen  Boston  Pops  Conduc¬ 
tor's  Chair  and  the  Germe- 
shausen  Family  Boston  Sym¬ 
phony  Youth  Concerts  Con¬ 
ductor's  Chair.  In  addition,  he 
serves  as  a  "godparent"  for 
the  Emily  A.  Fifield  Elementary 
School  in  Dorchester  as  part  of 
the  Boston  Music  Education 
Collaborative,  a  partnership  of 
the  Boston  Public  Schools,  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra, 
the  New  England  Conservatory, 
and  WGBH.  In  May  1996,  Mr. 
Lockhart  was  awarded  an  hon¬ 
orary  doctorate  from  the 
Boston  Conservatory.

This  spring  Scribner  is  publishing  Bunts:  Curt  Flood,  Camden  Yards,  Pete  Rose 
and  Other  Reflections  on  Baseball,  a  collection  of  Mr.  Will's  new  and  previously  published 
writings  on  the  national  pastime.  In  addition  to  being  a  syndicated  columnist,  George  Will 
is  a  television  news  analyst.  For  seven  years  (1977-84)  he  was  a  regular  panelist  on 
"Agronsky  &  Company."  In  1981  he  became  a  founding  member  of  the  panel  of  ABC-TV's  "This  Week." 


Born  in  Champaign,  Illinois,  in  1941,  George  Will  holds  degrees  from  Trinity  College  (Hartford,  Connecticut),  Magdalen 
College  (Oxford  University,  England),  and  Princeton  University.  He  has  taught  political  philosophy  at  Michigan  State 
University,  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  Harvard  University,  served  on  the  staff  of  the  United  States  Senate  for  Gordon 
Allot  (Republican,  Colorado),  and  was  Washington  editor  of  National  Review  magazine.  The  recipient  of  numerous  acade¬ 
mic  awards  and  honorary  degrees,  Mr.  Will  serves  on  the  boards  of  the  Baltimore  Orioles,  the  San  Diego  Padres,  and  the 
Little  League  Foundation.  This  is  his  first  appearance  with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra. 


Eighteen-year-old  Alice  Bradley  is  this  year's  winner  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Concerto 
Competition  supported  by  Brookline  Youth  Concerts  in  honor  of  Harry  and  Marion  Dubbs. 
Currently  principal  clarinet  of  the  Youth  Philharmonic  Orchestra  at  the  New  England  Conserva¬ 
tory  Preparatory  School,  and  former  principal  clarinet  of  the  Greater  Boston  Youth  Symphony 
Orchestra,  she  played  principal  clarinet  in  the  1996  All-State  Festival  Orchestra  and  was  a 
member  of  the  1997  All-Eastern  Festival  Orchestra.  Ms.  Bradley  was  a  winner  in  the  National 
Young  Artists  Competition  sponsored  by  the  Music  Educators'  National  Convention  and  the 
United  States  Marine  Corps  Band.  This  year  she  was  featured  in  the  Young  Artists  Recital  Series 
at  Indian  Hill  Arts  and  in  1997  toured  Brazil  with  the  Youth  Philharmonic  Orchestra. 


The  oldest  of  six  children,  Alice  Bradley  lives  in  Townsend,  Massachusetts,  and  attends  North  Middlesex  Regional  High 
School.  In  her  spare  time,  she  enjoys  playing  the  piano  and  she  teaches  both  piano  and  clarinet.  She  currently  studies  with 
Thomas  Martin,  who  is  associate  principal  clarinet  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  principal  clarinet  of  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra;  her  former  teacher  was  Bob  D'Ambrosio.  This  fall  she  will  be  attending  the  Juilliard  School  in  New  York. 
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Notes  on  the  Music 


SPUMANTE,  Festive  Overture  for  Large  Orchestra 

Dan  Welcher  (b.1948) 

Spumante,  the  first  work  commissioned  by  Keith  Lockhart  for  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra,  was  performed  for  the  first  time  at  this  year's  Opening 
Night  at  Pops  concert.  The  composer  has  provided  the  following  note: 

Like  the  Italian  sparkling  wine  for  which  it  is  named,  this  overture  is 
designed  for  a  celebration.  It  celebrates  the  opening  of  the  1998  season 
of  the  Boston  Pops,  which  commissioned  the  work,  and  it  also  celebrates 
my  own  fiftieth  year  of  life  with  a  nostalgic  look  backward  at  a  style  of 
composition  that  was  popular  in  the  '40s  and  '50s. 

Beginning  with  a  "pop"  and  a  burst  of  bubbles,  the  overture  follows  a 
course  familiar  to  most  concertgoers:  two  main  themes,  a  development, 
and  a  restatement  of  both  themes.  What's  a  bit  unusual  is  that  the  sec¬ 
ond  theme  is  the  same  as  the  first  theme,  only  inside-out,  with  a  differ¬ 
ent  rhythm  and  meter.  This  technique,  called  inversion,  is  as  old  as  Bach, 
and  was  used  extensively  by  Brahms  and  other  late  Romantics.  But  the 
style  of  Spumante  pays  homage  to  the  kind  of  music  that  first  caught  my 
attention  as  a  child:  the  neoclassic  music  of  the  American  '40s  and  ’50s, 
by  composers  such  as  William  Schuman,  Vincent  Persichetti,  Samuel 
Barber,  and  Walter  Piston.  This  music  is  the  true  celebration  of  Spumante. 

The  first  theme,  heard  after  the  introductory  fanfare  music,  is  stated  by 
the  solo  trumpet  in  a  lively  3/4  meter.  It  is  restated  by  the  orchestra,  and 
then  a  secondary  subject  appears  in  muted  trumpets  and  percussion.  The 
main  theme  then  reappears  with  the  second  subject  bubbling  along 
beside  it.  After  a  brief  transition,  the  second  melody  is  announced  in  low 
strings  and  clarinets,  in  a  changing  meter  scheme  of  3/4  and  2/4.  This 
almost  vocal  tune  sounds  as  though  it  should  have  words... and  indeed 
it  might  someday. 

The  development  begins  with  slow  rumination  on  the  second  theme,  in 
the  solo  oboe.  It  leads  dreamily  into  a  brisk  fugue,  which  also  turns  out 
to  be  the  development  of  the  first  theme.  Set  in  4/4,  the  fugue  proceeds 
in  a  rather  formal  four-voice  setting  in  a  true  neoclassic  style.  As  it  devel¬ 
ops,  in  woodwinds  and  strings,  brass  and  percussion  interjections  occur, 
until  at  length  the  main  theme,  in  its  original  form,  returns  triumphantly. 
The  singable  second  tune  then  reappears  with  the  fugue  subject  rollicking 
alongside  it.  The  overture  concludes  with  a  backwards  presentation  of 
the  introductory  material,  as  the  revelers  lift  their  glasses  in  a  final  toast. 

FINALE  from  CLARINET  CONCERTO  in  A,  K.622 

Wolfgang  Amade  Mozart  (1756-91) 

Scarcely  any  composition  is  more  serenely  beautiful  than  Mozart's  final 
instrumental  work,  the  Clarinet  Concerto,  which  he  composed  only  a  few 
months  before  his  death  for  the  great  instrumentalist  Anton  Stadler 
(1753-1812).  Stadler's  abilities  had  inspired  the  composer  before,  in  the 
Clarinet  Quintet  and  the  wonderful  solos  for  the  instrument  in  the  opera 
La  Clemenza  di  Tito.  For  the  clarinet  concerto,  Mozart  left  oboes  out  of 
his  orchestra  so  that  their  penetrating  sound  would  not  affect  the  won¬ 
derfully  liquid  color  of  the  remaining  instruments  and  especially  the  solo 
clarinet.  The  final  rondo,  while  based  on  those  whistleable  tunes  that 
constitute  most  rondos,  is  filled  with  delightful  tricky  touches.  And  in  the 
midst  of  all  this  calm  good  cheer,  an  episode  that  brings  the  activity  to  a 
sudden  stop,  as  if  in  self-doubt,  is  one  of  the  most  poignant  touches  in 
all  of  Mozart's  concertos,  leaving  its  wistful  touch  on  the  finale,  even 
through  its  energetic  close. 


In  1928  the  dancer  Ida  Rubinstein  commissioned  Ravel  to  write  a  short 
ballet  that  would  feature  her  dancing  in  a  Spanish  style.  This  was  a 
congenial  project,  because  Ravel  had  always  been  fascinated  by  the 
dance  and  preoccupied  with  Spanish  music.  He  wrote  what  he  later 
insisted  was  merely  an  experiment,  "a  piece.. .consisting  wholly  of 
orchestral  tissue  without  music."  A  slow,  marked  rhythmic  pattern  is 
stated  quietly  by  the  snare  drum,  which  repeats  it  unchanged  several 
hundred  times,  while  the  remainder  of  the  orchestra  sings  "folk  tunes 
of  the  usual  Spanish-Arabian  kind,"  as  Ravel  called  them.  Gradually, 
obsessively,  the  level  of  sound  builds  (corresponding,  in  the  ballet,  to 
Ida  Rubinstein's  solo  dance  before  and  through  twenty  male  dancers 
whom  she  gradually  aroused  from  a  state  of  apathy  to  high  excitement). 

THE  NATIONAL  GAME  March 
John  Philip  Sousa  (1854-1932) 

Sousa  loved  baseball.  His  band  fielded  its  own  team,  and  he  often 
pitched  the  first  few  innings  of  their  games.  While  visiting  Havana  once, 
Sousa  met  the  imperious  longtime  commissioner  of  baseball,  Judge 
Kenesaw  Mountain  Landis,  and  no  doubt  told  him  of  his  passion  for  the 
game.  Thus,  when  the  National  League  marked  its  fiftieth  anniversary, 
Landis  asked  Sousa  to  compose  a  march.  Sousa  complied  and  wrote 
this  piece  on  March  31, 1925. 

PRESIDENTIAL  POLONAISE 
John  Philip  Sousa 

Late  in  the  administration  of  Chester  A.  Arthur  (1881-85),  the  President 
discussed  with  John  Philip  Sousa  (who  was  director  of  the  U.S.  Marine 
Band,  an  ensemble  known  as  "the  President's  own")  the  suitability  of 
the  traditional  song  "Hail  to  the  Chief"  when  announcing  his  arrival. 
When  Sousa  informed  Arthur  that  it  was  actually  an  old  Scottish  boating 
song  and  not  of  American  origin,  the  President  asked  him  to  replace  it 
with  a  more  appropriate  composition.  In  1886  Sousa  wrote  two  "presi¬ 
dential"  pieces,  to  be  used  as  needed.  One  of  these  is  the  extremely 
familiar  march  Semper  Fidelis,  but  the  other  was  the  now-forgotten 
Presidential  Polonaise.  Sousa  completed  the  original  version,  for  band, 
that  November,  and  on  January  18, 1889,  he  completed  the  version  for 
orchestra  to  be  heard  at  this  concert. 

PRELUDE  to  EL  CAPITAN 
John  Philip  Sousa 

Though  he  is  best  remembered  today  as  a  composer  of  marches  and  a 
brilliant  showman,  John  Philip  Sousa  was  trained  as  a  violinist  and  wrote 
about  a  dozen  works  for  the  musical  theater,  half  of  which  were  pro¬ 
duced.  They  were  greatly  inspired  by  the  model  of  Gilbert  and  Sullivan. 
Of  these  the  most  successful  by  far  was  El  Capitam,  several  of  its  tunes 
later  on  became  the  basis  for  one  of  Sousa's  most  popular  marches, 
which  bore  the  same  title.  The  prelude  to  the  opera  is  a  brief  introduc¬ 
tion,  hinting  at  a  few  of  the  tunes  that  will  return  later  on.

2  duck  breasts  (bones  removed) 

V 4  cup  sweet  vermouth 
Va  cup  Spanish  green  olives 

Procedures:  Make  several  slashes 
in  skin  of  duck.  Season  with  coarse 
salt  and  freshly  ground  pepper.
